School Board Rejects Bid 
In Naming Superintendent

BELLEVILLE— Van Buren Township Board of 
Education in a special meeting Monday night 
authorized the amounts of tax levy for school 
operations that will be presented to school dis- 
trict’s voters in the March 4 special election. 

Voters will be asked then 
to approve mUlage requests 
totaling 10 mills per $1,000 
of assessed property valuation, 
state equalized, to meet school 
operation costs for the next five 
years (1968-1972). 

The miliage propositions, ne- 
cessary if school officials are 
"to maintain a continuance of 
the same levels of education and 
meet Increases In operation 
costs,” will Include renewal of 
a 4.5 mill levy approved five 
years ago and expiring this 
year and an additional 5.5 mUl 
tax levy. 

THE SCHOOL BOARD set the 
iotal miliage requests (or voter 
appioval after a presentation by 
James Egan, business manager, 
of a financial report on the Van 
Buren Public School System. 

The present school tax rate 
for property owners residing In 
the school district Is 23.40 mills 
per $1,000 of assessed property 
valuation, state equalized. 

This miliage consists of 19.40 


BELLEVILLE - A suggestion 
that a committee of School 
Board members, educators and 
citizens be formed to serve as 
an advisory group on the ap- 
pointment of a new superinten- 
dent for Van Buren Public 
Schools was rejected by Van 
Buren Township Board of Edu- 
cation, Friday, Jan. 19th. 

The Idea of appointing such a 
committee to replace Superin- 
tendent Harold O. Wetherell, 
when his retirement takes ef- 
fect this June was urged edi- 
torially two weeks ago and sup- 
ported last week by the Van 
Buren Education Association. 

In an official communication 
to the School Board, last week, 
the association expressed an in- 
terest in the selection of the 
educational leader, who will 
guide the school system’s ad- 
ministration staff, and asked 
that the association be permit- 
ted a hearing on the subject of 
selecting such a committee ad- 
ding “that having a voice in his 
selection will aid in improving 
staff-administrator-Board re- 
lations. 

The association stated that It 


expected the Board to have the 
final say on the matter. 

Although the School Board 
voiced no criticism of the 
editorial suggestion. It made its 
official reply directly to the 
association.

APARTMENT COMPLEX INVOLVED 

Van Buren Board to Rule 
On Rezoning This Week 


BELLEVILLE — The Van 
Buren Township Board Is ex- 
pected to render a decision 
this week (Tuesday, Jan. 23) on 
a "disputed" re- zoning petition 
Involving 147 acres of land. 

The petition, filed by Henry 
and Zora McMulian, of 48900 
Denton Road, land owners, seek 
to rezone the site from its 
present R-1B (single family 
residential) to R-M (multiple 
residential) for the construction 
of a large apartment complex 
embracing 2,000 units and a 
nine-hole golf course and club 
house. 

The complex’s cost Is report- 
ed at $35 to $40 million. 

The Van Buren Planning Com- 
mission has recommended to 
the Township Board that the 
rezoning petition be approved 
following the holding of a public 
hearing. 

On Jan. 10, the Wayne County 
Planning Commission reported 
it considered the recommenda- 


tion that had been referred to It 
by the Township’s Planning 
Commission and also approved 
the rezoning. This commission 
submitted a suggestion on the 
development. 

The 147 acres is located be- 
tween Denton and Beckley Roads 
and fronting Belleville Lake. 

• ♦ * 

AREA RESIDENTS and mem- 
bers of the Van Buren Civic 
Association have filed objec- 
tions to the rezoning. They ob- 
jected to apartments in the area, 
anticipated Increases In both 
vehicle and boat traffic and 
possible additional tax levies. 

The County commission In 
approving the rezoning stated 
that "a development containing 
2,000 dwelling units may be 
excessive in proportion to the 
population and density that ex- 
ists and for some time will 
exist In the area, it may be 
that a better result would be 
achieved If there could be a 


mixture of dwelling types. If 
2,000 units could be built in 
the form of several smaller 
developments, it might, In the 
long run, produce results of 
more lasting benefit.” 

THE PROPOSED large apart- 
ment complex, if rezoning Is 
approved, will be built by Frank 
Volk, Sr., developer from Dear- 
born. 

His plans call for 2,00 0 
units, a golf course, tennis 
court, two swimming pools and 
two club houses. The entire 
project Is to be spread over 
five years. 

The Individual clusterswould 
be two-story structures with 
the Initial stage calling for 
eight building with 210 units 
and 414 parking spaces on 10.2 
acres of the 147 acre plot of 
land. 

The rest of the complex would 
be units abutting the lake and 
be separated from the 1-94 
Expressway by the golf course. 


In making a progress report 
on three planned bond Issues 
that had been approved and 
received the backing of the 
faith and credit of the Wayne 
County Board of Supervisors, 
Angel reported that paperwork 
on the sewer and water pro- 
gram is progressing. 

He also reported that the 
total new miliage to be re- 
quested to meet bond obliga- 
tions when Issued will be 6.5 
mills per $1,000 of assessed 
property valuation, state equal- 
ized, and not 12,5 mills as 
reported before county officials 
by the township’s financial con- 
sultants. 

The total reported by the 
firm included a six-mill levy 
now assessed for payment of 
the township’s current water 
system annually since 1961, 
Angel said. 

He disclosed that his office 
had received complaints from 
residents on the 12,5 mills, 
the amount reported as the 
new total new debt that would 
be Incurred by Huron Township 
for water and sewer purposes 
when the new programs were 
instituted. 

The township Is under orders 
from the Michigan Resources 
Commission to Install lateral 
sanitary sewers to eliminate 
continued pollution of the Huron 
River, 

This would entail a $3,300,000 
bond issue. 

The other bond Issues are 
$1,500,000 to finance comple- 
tion of the township's water 
system and a $1,050,000 bond 
Issue for the construction of a 
sanitary sewer Interceptor by 
Huron, Sumpter Townships and 
Flat Rock.

The club sold 1,400 fruit 
cakes netting the club $4,200 in 
proceeds which are used for the 
club’s charity and community 
projects. 


Expressway and Beck Road was 
held last week between his of- 
fice, representatives from the 
Wayne County Road Commis- 
sion, Ypsllantl Township Engi- 
neer, Edward P. Kublske, and 
legal counsel.

The Wayne County Road Com- 
mission Is currently studying a 
metropolitan sewer system in- 
volving a seven county area 
which includes Washtenaw 
County and adjacent commu- 
nities. 

Johnson & Anderson In Its 
report disclosed that the Mich- 
igan Resources Commission Is 
scheduled to establish in the 
very near future standards for 
Huron River which call for "a 
high degree of treatment.”

BELLEVILLE — A Boating 
Ordinance setting up rules and 
rog\ilatlcns for oil 

Belleville Lake was unanimous- 
ly approved by City CounciL 
The Ordinance, effective In 
February is patterned after one 
adopted by the Van Buren Town- 
ship Board recently. 

The boating law carries a 
penalty of $100 fine or a jail 
term up to $90 days for viola- 
tors. 

The law prohibits water skiing 
within 100 feet of the Belleville 
Road and Denton Road bridges 
and requires boaters to operate 
their craft at a speed that will 
leave no wake when closer than 
100 feet from either bridge. 

The township approved their 
Ordinance last July, 1967, in 
compliance with State Depart- 
ment of Conservation’s recom- 
mendations and after public 
hearings. 

Township’s administration 
has asked the city to follow 
suit.

School officials report that 
this year automatic salary In- 
crements due teachers that

LETTER TO THE EDITOR: 

A couple weeks back the head- 
lines read, "Huron Township to 
get Sewer System.” At last 
we’re going to get the sewers 
we needed tor so long, but now 
as I see It they are coming at 
a time when we can least afford 
them. 

This past year we saw three 
school mlllage requests voted 
down and In the last request a 
renewal of the five mills was 
also turned down. If we cannot 
afford to educate our children, 
how can our township officials 
honestly feel that It is time to 
put In our sewers? 

I have heard of the orders 
from the Water Resource Com- 
mission, but cannot see how 
they can Impose a fine on a 
whole community when so few 
people are at fault. 


TO PUT in sewers to attract 
Industry Is one of the biggest 
fairy tales I’ve yet to hear. 
Another is that the Industry 
will build our schools after we 
build the sewers. My reason 
for calling these fairy tales Is 
that Pve taken a look at our 
surrounding communities and 
found that Industry wasn’t their 
answer. 

Romulus, with its Industrial 
boom in the past few years, Is 
facing school finance problems. 
Flat Rock is another. Every- 
where you look, our schools 
are suffering from trying to 
operate on this year’s cost and 
paying tor It on last year’s 
wages. I tor one cannot live on 
what 1 made last year and I 
don’t know anybody who can. 

This is the third time In 
recent years we've had a chance 
to get sewers. Only this year 
it’s different. The state of Nflch- 
lgan says we're to put them In. 
Why? Because some of our 
people think that running their 
sewage Into the Huron River Is 
okay. 

Why should an entire com- 
munity pay for the Ignorance 
of a few. Only a plug in the out- 
let of these drains will stop the 
pollution, not a costly and un- 
timely sewer system. 

* * a 

THE FIRST time we could 
have had a sewer system, It was 
turned down because it was said 
that It would have cost a few 
choice people too much money. 
The second was turned down by 
the supervisor, because he 
didn’t think we could afford it. 
You can believe me that this 
present sewer plan Is by far 
more costly than either of the 
other two plans and not Just 
because of higher costs of to- 
day. 

Under the first proposal, only 
the people affected would pay, 
which our present supervisor 
was against, for reasons al- 
ready stated. It would have 
cost the user Just $5 per foot, 
plus $350 in tap-ln fee. My 
property would have cost me, 
on 66 foot of frontage, $680. 
Under the present plan it will 
cost me $1,800, spread over 40 
years, based on today's assess- 
ment . This is quite a difference, 
isn’t it? 

I wonder what the people In 
the first plan would have paid 
and what they’re going to pay

now. The thing I resent most 
on this plan Is It’s so much like 
the water system. Everyone 
pays and when are you going to 
get the sewers by your prop- 
erty?

C OME ON, LET'S FLY! 
How manytimoi have you 
heard that expression 
and wished you could, too? How 
many weekends have you wished 
you could fly up to the moun- 
tains or lake and be back by 
a reasonable hour before 
Sunday evening? 

Then again at this time of 
year with the sub-zero weather 
and snow, wouldn't it just be 
nice to fly South to the sun- 
shine country and come back 
in a few days with a deep tan 
while all of you friends are still 
pale and freezing. Well, the 
answer Is simple and it has 
never been so available to the 
average person before. 

The simple answer is. 
•LET'S FLY.* 

How many times have you 
been surprised when friends you 
have met at parties, FT A meet- 
ings or the tennis court, one 
after another, turn out unex- 
pectedly to be pilcrts. Later, 
evaluating yourself, you begin 
to think, *hmm, they dont look 
any different than I do, they 
cant have any more money than 
I do, and they sure are not any 
smarter than I am.” Or maybe 
they were just a little braver 
and thus you suddenly realize 
that you, too, can stand right 
alongside them and decide that 
you can fly, too. 

Pick out a good local flying 
school at an airfield close to 


home— such as nearby National 
Airport In Westland. You will 
probably be surprised that the 
pleasant smiling flight 
Instructor behind the counter 
does not have a wide-eyed 
reaction when you tell him you 
want to fly. . .after all, it's 
his business and to him you 
are Just the average person 
who has been preceded by 
many Just like you who have 
been bitten by the flying bug. 

The big moment for you has 
arrived. With the marvelous 
airplanes being built today, they 
are excellent and very reliable 
for flight training. Your pilot 
takes you on an unhurried "walk 
-around" your airplane. You 
note that he unscrewed the gas 
tank cap and stuck his finger 
inside to check the fuel level, 
then checked the oil dip sticky 
and made visual checks for 
surface damage or breaks. 

And now you are seated in- 
side, safety belts fastened, eyes 
run methodically over the 
instrument panel, gas guage, 
oil temp, oil pressure, 
ammeter, tachometer (same as 
on all sports cars). The com- 
pass and air speed indicator 
and suddenly realize it's really 
quite a bit like a car at that. 

Explanations over, you watch 
as your pilot calls "Clear” 
out the window, turns the key, 
presses a button and you hear 


the engine start. As you 
you notice how long tho 
looks from your vantage point. 
At the ond of tho runway, you 
"follow through” as the pilot 
checks tho controls and calls 
out tho chock list to himself 
as all instruments are checked 
prior to take-off. 

You swing out the runway. . . 
a momentary pause as the plane 
Is lined up, then the motor 
roars as the throttle is applied, 
the airplane accelerates, you 
really dont seem to be going 
so fast. . .you say to yourself 
you've gone faster on the turn- 
pike. . .and all of a sudden 
"IT'S A DIFFERENT SOUND” 
. , .you are free of the run- 
way. . .and the ground is falling 
away beneath you and as you 
climb into the sky for altitude, 
you look out, you marvel how 
everything below has become 
miniature toy cities and cars.

You Gotta' 
Have Heart, 
And Faith ..! 

Martin Nelson Defies Doom 
to Become Poet of Courage

BELLEVILLE -Thenewyear 
has to look at a lot better to 
Martin Nelson than to most. 
He wasn't supposed to see it. 

For that matter, according 
to the so-called "experts" he 
wasn't supposed to see 1067 
either. Or 1966, Or 1965. 
And possibly not even all of 
1984. 


recalled last week. "I had 
been a happy, healthy hustling 
fellow for 27 years. , .12 in 
the construction business 
building homes and 15 as a 
mailman on rural routes around 
Belleville and Ann Arbor. I 
was 48, but I didn't feel ready 
to die. . .and I decided I wasn't 
going to go easily if I went 
at all | 


But he is seeing it, and 
living it, and writing about it. 
And in a number of ways he 
is helping provide the in- 
spiration to continue to some 
others who maybe weren't 
supposed to be seeing 1968 
either. 

And therein lies a story of 
unusual courage, stronger 
perhaps than death itself. 

Martin Nelson was told in 
mid-1964 that he had bone 
cancer. In terms couched in 
reluctance, his days were 
numbered: 

"Six months at the outside. .. 
perhaps as little as three 
weeks," the doctors told him. 

Nobody takes a thing like 
that easily. And Martin Nelson 
didn't either. 

"I was shattered and there’s 
no other way to put it,” he 


Nelson dldnt die. But bone 
cancer was no Idle diagnosis. 
In the Interim years between 
1984 and today he has been in 
and out of hospitals, received 
untold treatments and literally 
lived at death's edge many 
times. That he is alive at all 
is considered a minor miracle, 
or at least unexplainable by 
medical authorities who have 
come in touch with his case. 

For upwards of four years 
now, the former mailman has 
been confounding the doctors 
as well as himself by his will 
to live under circumstances of 
hardship, pain and limited 
movement far beyond ordinary. 

Today, at 53, he gets around 
methodically, but merrily, with 
the aid of a cane. In recent 
months he has had to use 
"walkers”, and before that 
there was no moment at all, 
paralyzed from the waist down.

He tries never to show 
despondency. . .and succeeds 
amazingly well. He devotes 
a share of his time to helping 
others despite admitted 
inconveniences to himself at 
times. He still goes to Belle- 
ville hospital to cheer others 
who are seriously ill. The 
hospital chaplain says the visits 
by Nelson do more to cheer 
up patients than anything else. 

"I've been on those beds 
for days and days. I know 
what hope is. . .and lack of 
hope at times. I know what 
goes through a person's mind. 
I khow the battle between 
fighting to stay with it or giving 
up the ghost," he says, almost 
by way of explaining rather 
than acknowledging his time 
given to others. 

"And more than anything 
else," he adds, "I know what 
it is to pray, to have faith. . . 
and to know that prayer and 
that faith can and will be 
answered. I have been there!" 

Although he is out of the 
hospital now, Martin Nelson’s 
battle isn't over. Neither is 
his campaign to soothe and 
assist others limited to his 
visits back to hospitals to visit 
with others still there. 

He is a poet. . .partially 
as a means of continuing to 
express himself, partially as 
a means of attempting to once 
again support himself. 

"I know it sounds funny to 
write poetry. . .particularly 
since I'd never written a thing 
before going into those 
hospitals," he says. 

But write poetry he does - 
good enough to be published 
and good enough to sell. Most 
of it is happy thoughts, re- 
flecting carefree days of boy- 
hood on a farm. There la also 
a repetitive religious or moral 
theme In his works. And much 
encouragement. But seldom 
depression or sadness. 

Called "Verse That Lives," 
his first published collection 
is now available at $1.25 and 
already has sold several 
hundred copies throughout the 
state - much of it from people 
who learned of him and his 
book through feature stories 
in the Bay City Times 
(November, 1967) and the Belle- 
ville Enterprise-Roman 
(December, 1967). The story 
is also scheduled to go into 
the Michigan Farmer soon. 

In Western Wayne, the 
"Verse That Lives” book is 
available at Kirk’s Drugs and 
Bell Discount, Belleville; 
Kidwell Drugs, Romulus; Wayne 
Music Center or Cobb Drugs, 
W r ayne; or may be ordered 
direct from Nelson at 8701-7 
Belleville road (OX 7-7949).

"I think the books are going 
to move," Nelson says, "my 
poetry may not stand up to 
certain literary critiques, but 
I think it's something people 
will understand, appreciate. . . 
and maybe even find some 
courage or inspiration."

“When you're on your back In the hospital tor over four 
months you have a lot of time to think - in fact - that’s all you 
do, and you begin to wonder if you’ll ever get out. 

“ But I said to myself on that hospital bed that when I do I 
was going back to college, finish my education and teach. Noth- 
ing was going to stop me.” 

Nothing did. 

He overcame a tragedy of losing both of his parents In an 
auto accident which also decimated him with injuries. 

That fatal accident occurred In 1963. 

In June of that year, Jim and his parents were driving near 
Rushville, Indiana when the accident happened which took his 
parents’ lives and he was taken to the hospital with severe 
concussion and lacerations. 

Doctors told him, as the months passed, to forget sports. 

But how do you forget a way of life? 

Stallings had starred at Romulus High and made Hillsdale 
varsity mat and football squads In his freshman year. He was 
determined to continue with his desired vocation. 

He returned back to Hillsdale In the spring of 1964 after 
losing one semester. And it didn’t take long to establish him- 
self on the football and wrestling teams.

Before he was to finish college, 
Stallings accumulated an awesome 79-7-4 overall wresting 
win-loss-tied record in the heavyweight.
